SCOPE OF AUDIT 


Included in the audit and examination were the accounts 
and records of the Board of County Commissioners, Coun- 
ty Treasurer, Clerk of the Superior Court and Superin- 
tendent of the County Farm. 


FINANCIAL REPORTS

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ACCOUNTS OF COMMISSIONERS AND TREASURER 


All orders issued by the Commissioners and Clerk of the 
Superior Court during the period under review were ex- 
amined and compared with corresponding entries in the 
Treasurer’s records. Supporting invoices and payrolls were 
also examined and the classification of expenditures was 
noted. 


CLERK OF THE SUPERIOR COURT 


The financial accounts and records of the Clerk of Court 
of Merrimack County were examined. Court receipts were 
checked by source, insofar as possible, and found to be pro- 
perly recorded. Court orders issued by the Clerk were sup- 
ported by invoices, vouchers and payrolls bearing the ap- 
proval of a Superior Court Justice. 


COUNTY FARM 


- The total amount of cash receipts at the County Farm, 
as indicated by the Superintendent's records, was compared 
with the deposits made at the bank to the credit of the 
County Treasurer and found to be in agreement therewith. 

The book in which the county farm receipts and expendi- 
tures are recortled has been kept in the Superintendent’s Of- 
fice. Bills as approved by the Superintendent have been 
entered in this book and then sent to the Commissioners’ 
office for payment. Inasmuch as the actual payments made 
by the Commissioners sometimes differ in amount from the 
original bills, because of discounts and other credit de- 
ductions, the total county farm expenditures as indicated 
by the Treasurer's record is not in agreement with the 
amount reported by the Superintendent. 

In order to correct this procedure and at the same time 
provide a method whereby the receipts and expenditures 
might be classified and summarized in accordance with the 
uniform classifications of accounts adopted by all counties 
in the state, 1t was recommended that the county farm re- 
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ceipts and payments book be kept in the County Commis- 
sioners’ office. 

All bills and payrolls of the county farm should be ap- 
proved by the Superintendent and sent to the Commissioners 
for payment as is now the practice. In addition to the ap- 
proval, however, it will be necessary for the Superintendent 
to indicate the proper account to be charged. The Superin- 
tendent, therefore, should be provided with a rubber stamp 
which would supply the following information :

Each invoice should be stamped by the Superintendent 

and after it has been approved by him and the proper classi- 

cation noted thereon, it should be sent to the Commissioners 
for payment and recording. 

Monthly totals of receipts and expenditures may be trans- 
ferred from the farm classification book to the book in which 
all County receipts and expenditures are recorded. Inas- 
much as each order issued in payment of a county farm 
account will be entered separately in the county farm book 
by number, name of payee and amount, it will not be neces- 
sary to duplicate this information in detail in the general 
account book of the County. This also applies to county 
farm receipts as each item should be entered in the county 
farm book indicating the name of the remitter and the 
source of the receipt. 

The use of triplicate receipt forms to be issued by the 
Superintendent for money received from the various sources 
was also recommended. The original copy of the receipt 
should be given to the party making the remittance, the dupli- 
cate sent to the county office when funds are deposited in 
the bank and the triplicate retained by the Superintendent 
for his records. The duplicate copies sent to the county of- 


Selig Sallie 
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fice provide the necessary information for the entry of each 
invididual receipt in the county farm book. Receipts should 
be serially numbered. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


The accounts and records of all county officials which 
were examined were found in good condition and the ac- 
counting procedure, with exceptions as noted, conformed 
to the standard procedure prescribed by this Division. . 

In conformance with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, a copy of this report or a summary of its essential 
features should be published in the next annual report of 
the County. This letter of transmittal should be included in 
its entirety. The publication of schedules is optional. 

The appreciation and thanks of the members of this 
Division is hereby expressed to the officials of Merrimack 
County and the office staff for the assistance rendered 
during the course of the audit.

REPORT OF COUNTY SOLICITOR 


To the Commissioners of Merrimack County: 


I submit herewith my report as County Solicitor covering 
the period from January 1, 1945, to December 31, 1945, 
inclusive. 

At the April term, the indictments and disposition thereot 
were as follows: Charles Bryant, larceny, one year and one 
day in State Prison; George D. Goodrich, bigamy, continued 
for sentence, probation for one year; Robert H. Bean, break- 
ing, entering and larceny, continued for sentence and proba- 
tion for one year; Charles H. Bean, breaking, entering and 
larceny, continued for sentence, probation for one year; 
Ralph K. Mussey, morals charge, five to seven years in State 
Prison; Amos LeClair, morals charge, continued for sen- 
tence; Howard L. Phillips, larceny, continued for. sentence 
and released to Vermont authorities; Mary A. Phelps, lar- 
ceny, continued for sentence, probation for three years; 
Bernard C. Smith, morals charge, five to seven years in State 
Prison; Walter Devlin, larceny, continued for sentence, pro- 
bation for three years; Charles Varney, arson, three to seven 
years in State Prison; Frank Downer, forgery, one year and 
one day in State Prison; Everett Dicey, breaking, entering 
and larceny, probation for two years.

Cyril J. Fretwell appealed from the finding of guilty on 
a charge of driving under the influence, was tried by a jury, 
and acquitted. 

Clarence Kk. Derosier was found guilty of leaving the 
scene of an accident, as a principal in the second degree, and 
appealed to the Supreme Court on questions of law. 

The Legislature of 1945 passed an act which permits a 
person charged with the commission of a felony to waive 
indictment by the grand jury and have his case disposed of 
forthwith. A few cases have been disposed of under this 
law. As this procedure becomes more widely known and 
better understood, it should reduce considerably the work 
of the grand jury and result in some saving of expense to 
the county. 
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There have been the usual number of complaints for the 
commission of offenses within the jurisdiction of the munici- 
pal courts, and as County Solicitor I have prosecuted them 
or co-operated in their prosecution with the local police as 
well as the State Police. 

I wish to thank publicly the State, County and local police 
officials for their excellent co-operation.
